Keeling 
was arrested about five o’cleck this morning, while 
coming out of the house, and when inf raed of the 
charge, said he had purchased some iren from a 
negro, Mes, Claytor was held to answer her of 
gense at the Court of IHustings.

Not to argue this question at great length now, . 
for whieh we have not space to-day, let us direct 
the attention of our readers to the very marked and 
visible change of tone whieh appa us in the article 
we have quoted above, and in the former discus- 
sions of slavery to which we have heen aceustemed, 
In the “Pro-Slavery Argument” of Chanectlor 
Harper, Professcr Dew, Mr. Simms, and ethers, 
the ground is distinedly taken that society at the 
Sv uth is perfect ; that it is beneficial both tu masier + 
and stave, and that it is founded on tree and per- ¢ 
manent relations—relations which must ever sub- 
sist between two dissimilar races. This was also 
the position maintained, with great earnestness, by
